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HISTORIC FIRST 


Congregation Co-Hosts Seminar with Bureau and JF&CS 


“Dialogue for Understanding: Gay and Lesbian Jews and the 
Jewish Service Community” was the title for a unique confer- 
ence held Thursday, October 21st at Congregation Beth Israel- 
Judea in San Francisco. The joint presentation and sponsor- 
ship represented the first time that mainstream Jewish organi- 
zations have taken the responsibility to offer education and 
consciousness raising on being homosexual and Jewish to the 
staff of other organizations. : 

The Steering Committee for “Dialogue for Understanding” 
included Larry Moses, Executive Director of the Bureau of 
Jewish Education, Sheryl Morgan, Ph.D., Coordinator of 
Family Life Education, Jewish Family and Children’s Services 
oO and Aaron Cooper, Ph.D., Rachel Wahba and Shelley Wald 
of the Congregation. 

The conference coordinator, Aaron Cooper, indicated a 
major purpose of the day long program was to raise the con- 
sciousness of Jewish Community professionals to the needs of 
lesbians and gay men. Presentations by individuals including 
Pat Blumenthal, formerly with JF&CS, who spoke on the 
psycho-social perspectives of being gay or lesbian, were fol- 
lowed by small group discussions to enable participants to 
discuss their feelings and attitudes. 

Historic Jewish community perspectives were given by 
Daniel Chesir, past co-leader of the congregation who dis- 
cussed the Orthodox community's view and Rabbi Martin 
Weiner of Congregation Sherith Israel who spoke on the Lib- 
eral/Reform attitude. Daniel spoke revealingly of growing 
up in an orthodox environment and learning to accept the 
limitations of that community’s acceptance of his homosexu- 
ality. He noted the difficulty of separating one’s religious 
principles from the bonds of family and a lifetime of loving 
support.

Rabbi Weiner in discussing the support of the Union of

_ community also talked about the work of his own syna- 
gogue. Sherith Israel, eight years ago, organized a forum for 
its members on homosexuality and invited guest panelists, 

oO including one of the founders of Beth Chayim Chadashim of 

Los Angeles. Rabbi Weiner was instrumental in sponsoring, 
with his Board's approval, the Shabbat Services for the Fifth 


International Conference of Gay and Lesbian Jews, held at 
the historic synagogue sanctuary on California Street and, 
introducing for the first time, Sha’ar Zahav’s Shabbat 
Prayerbook. 

Videotaping of the day's presentations began with Aaron 
Cooper's statement on our “No Long Invisible” status. He 
shared the traumas of “coming out” and set the stage for the 
panelists who discussed their diverse lifestyles. A seventeen 
years old young man spoke eloquently of being secretly gay 
in a high school in the suburbs; of the reactions and disap- 
pointments as he came out to his closest friends and immedi- 
ate family. Tom Rothgeisser, discussed his long and suc- 
cessful relationship with the support and love of his family 
and friends. The reactions of blue collar co-workers to the 
open lesbianism and Judaism of Sarah Comerchero remind- 


. ed us of the realities of a world which is less than polite or 


kind. Sarah told us of the supports which she has developed 
to live her life proudly and without fear. Two women, both 
formerly married and mothers spoke of their coming out 
and the changes in their living situations. Jane, with younger 
children, faces the questions posed by sensitive and loving 
children and Natalie, after a lifetime of work in the Jewish 
Community finds herself working and living in a new world 
where feminism has a high priority. 

A kosher-style buffet luncheon, catered by Shenson’s 
Delicatessen, was followed by Paul Cohen, past president 
of Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, talking about why the need 
for a “gay synagogue.’ The growth of the congregation and 
its participation in a wide variety of community activities 
attests to the commitment of its members to find a way to re- 
main as Jews in a community which has heretofor been un- 
willing to accept and recognize their gay/lesbian lifestyles. 

Participants in the conference came from a number of 
Jewish organizations including B'nai Brith Youth Organiza- 
tion, Marin JCC, Jewish Vocational and Career Counseling

I 
thought of the responsibilities and opportunities for growth 
both we and the UAHC have officially assumed. We will 
participate actively in the Union's programs and will avail 
ourselves of the wonderful resources now at our disposal, 
and will regularly contribute to the Union's growth, sensiti- 
vity and sophistication with our unique gay and lesbian per- 
spectives. The UAHC has every reason to expect this type of 
solid participation from our Congregation just as we have 
every reason to expect to see ever-growing sensitivity and 
awareness of gay and lesbian concerns on the part of the 


UAHC.

Service, and the Jewish National Fund. The Rabbis of Con- 
gregation Beth Am, Los Altos Hills, and Congregation Beth 
Torah of Fremont also attended. During the evaluation ses- 
sion, a participant noted the need for the consciousness rais- 
ing program to be repeated with even greater participation 
from the many Jewish groups not represented. 


Survey Results 


A highlight of the afternoon's program was the sharing by 
Sheryl Morgan of the results of a survey of members of 
Sha’ar Zahav concerning their relationship to the services in 
the Jewish Community. Dr. Morgan pointed out the need 
for a greater outreach by Jewish communal organizations. 
While membership in the congregation indicated a desire for 
Jewish identity, the only other organizational affiliation 
with a high degree of participation was the Jewish Commu- 
nity Federation through the annual campaign. 

The small groups were co-led by panelists and invited 
guests including Steve Elman, Mark Weissman, Steven . 
Klein, Allan Gold, members of the Congregation and Judy 
Macks, Leslie Halpern and Rickie Boden. In these groups, 
registrants were able to explore their reactions to being con- 
fronted by Jews whose lifestyle they had difficulty under- 
standing. The atmosphere of mutual support enabled fears 
to be addressed and questions answered. 

Bert Brauer, father of a member of the congregation anda 
leader of the Parents and Friends of Gays discussed his own 
experiences. He shared the pain he went through at realizing 
his son's inability to be open with him about so important a 
part of his life. A usually unheard from point of view was 
discussed by Sandra Auerbach, the ex-wife of a gay man, 
who now co-leads groups for other women faced with a 
new reality in their marriages. On this same panel, Eric 
Keitel and Rachel Wahba told of the process which they 
went through with their families, to gain acceptance as well 
as love.

The first two recipes, sent in by Dan 
Serbins of Santa Rosa, are published this month. 


POPPY SEED CAKE 


2 oz. poppy seeds 

2 tsp. vanilla 

2 cups flour 

4 egg whites, beaten 
grated rind of an orange 
and a lemon 


142 cups sugar 

¥ lb. butter 

4 egg yolks 

Y2 pint sour cream 
1 tsp. baking soda 


Grease and flour bundt pan. 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 


Cream sugar and butter. Add egg yolks. 

Add sour cream, poppy seeds, baking soda, vanilla and 
flour. 

Fold in beaten egg whites gently. 

Bake for approximately 1 hour. 


Optional topping: softened cream cheese with powdered 
sugar added. 


CALIFORNIA BEEF STEW 


1 strip orange peel 
18 small soup onions 
1 lb. mushrooms 

2 tblsp. cornstarch 
10 oz. peas 

Y2 cup green olives & 
pimentos 


6 pieces beef bacon 

2 lbs. beef stew meat 
1 cup red wine 

1 cube beef bouillion 

4 cloves garlic 

1 tblsp. minced onion 
% tsp. thyme 

salt to taste 


Saute beef bacon. Brown stew meat. Add red wine and 
cover. Simmer for one hour. 

Combine next six ingredients and simmer for an addi- 
tional two hours. (If necessary, add another cup of red 
wine.) 

Parboil soup onions and mushrooms. Add to stew. 
Dissolve cornstarch and add to stew with one cup water, 
peas and olives and pimentos. 

Simmer for 15 minutes. Serve on a bed of rice.
